Too many kitchens are beautiful at the expense of being practical 
— that is the verdict of German designer Freimut Stehling, who has 
created the Work’s kitchen for Eggersmann. 'd wanted to leave behind 
those sophisticatedly designed kitchen units where the design, the 
appearance and the prestige seem to have been given top priority, while 
the fundamental function of a kitchen has been neglected,” he says. 

‘d love cooking, but I go about working and preparing food in a well 
organised way Everything I need should have its own proper place 
and must be easily reachable — what I need is a kitchen which closely 
approaches a professional’s kitchen. In too many kitchen designs the 
majority of items are covered up and hidden way — but that reduces 
and diminishes the practical value and importance of the kitchen.” 

Stehling’s design allows the best of both worlds with his Turn 
cabinets — pivot them one way and every ingredient and piece of 
crockery is at your fingertips; turn them the other and smooth, opaque 
glass creates a tidy, minimalist atmosphere. The cabinets can also 
be fronted with Fenix, the innovative new material that is used for 
the rest of the kitchen — a thermoplastic resin with a non-reflective, 
anti-bacterial surface, topped with an anti- scratch nanotech layer. 

Work’s has also been designed as a social kitchen, 'd like to be 
surrounded by other people who, like me, are cooking, sipping wine 
or picking at a tasty morsel,” says Stehling. The stainless steel batterie 
de cuisine facilitates this with ease — it is on wheels so it can be 
pushed along the aluminium gantry known as the bridge, so the tools 
and ingredients can be used when working at different islands.

If your kitchen is tiny the chances are your house or apartment is too, 
as usually a kitchen is in proportion to the rest of the house. Consider knocking down 
a wall or two (ask an architect for help as some walls are structural) and see if you can 
increase your kitchen space that way. Maybe just have one large living room, with the 
kitchen along one wall or in one corner? Then opt for a hide-away style of kitchen 
with good extraction and quiet appliances (look for the Quiet Mark), so you can 
really use all the space whenever you’re not cooking.

pace fortunately wasn’t an issue for Paul and Helen 
Williams — their 19th-century mansion house set 
by a lake at Epping Forest has six bedrooms, six 
bathrooms, five reception rooms, swimming pool, 
gym, cinema and billiard room. It also now has 
a kitchen with three islands and three ovens. 

‘‘The number three and symmetry were of 
personal importance to our client,” explains 
Jai Godwin, senior designer at Smallbone of 
Devizes. “To make an impact, I wanted to create 
a unique three-island configuration that would 
naturally create the zones required and give 
numerous routes to navigate around the space.” 

“There were only two wall elevations to work with, 
and a lot of tall cabinetry. Sometimes in design, 
what starts off feeling like a restriction actually 
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Mirrored insets were used in all the cabinetry, with 
the aim of bringing the colours of the landscaped 
garden intp the kitchen, while a mirrored, illuminated 
plinth makes the cabinetry seem to float \ 
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“When a kitchen enjoys plenty of natural light, maximise this by using mirrored 
and reflective surfaces, while combining light and dark colours helps to add 
depth. In a large open-plan kitchen it’s a good idea to have separate islands 
for functionality. ” Jai Godwin, senior designer, Smaiibone of Devizes

The third island is especially unusual. ‘‘1 am 
particularly pleased with the three islands,” says 
Godwin. ‘‘One and two are home to the cooktops 
and sink respectively, but the jewel is three; it’s the 
first time I’ve ever designed an island with the sole 
purpose of it being a dining table.” The obvious 
height discrepancy is dealt with by having the 
dining table suspended between two taller ends, 
which match the shape of the other islands.” 

“If there’s one thing that comes close to matching 
Paul and Helen’s love of the number three, it’s 
their love of a good cup of coffee — so a bespoke 
coffee cabinet was designed,” says Godwin. 

“It has a stone worktop internally, Nespresso 
capsule drawers, peg boards for cups and receding 
shelves to display the finest coffee beans.”

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Natural or mau-made stone is not onl}^ chic, it’s heat 
resistant, hardwearing and practical making it the ideal 
material for kitchen and bathrooms - let’s ro6]^ 
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Some natural stones can be porous and 
may require ongoing care and treatment. 
Engineered stone, such as Caesarstone’s 
quartz, will offer a similar aesthetic. It is non 
porous as well as scratch and stain resistant, 
so is ideal for use in the kitchen. This 
worksurface is in Caesarstone’s Calacatta.

Just whieh stone and finish you opt for depends on what 
you intend to use it for. Being one of the hardest stones 
polished granite has always been widely used for splashbaeks 
and worktops, whereas marble ean stain so needs 
sealing, and is better suited to the bathroom. Honed marble, 
limestone, filled travertine and sandstone are all popular 
as flooring depending on the look you prefer and eaeh 
has a different hardness, eolouration and patterning.

irector of Steyncolab Architects, Coetzee 
Steyn, took on the task of creating a gallery-like 
kitchen for art lovers Carl and Bruna Harris. 

What was the brief? 

Bruna: “I wanted a cosy kitchen with lots of 
floor-to-ceiling storage, plus space for sitting 
and dining. The design had to be timeless.” 

What was the inspiration? 

Coetzee: ‘‘My clients like both art and design and are 
very cultured — originally from South Africa they have 
Hved in various countries and have travelled extensively. 
To celebrate this, the interior design of the flat was 
inspired by art galleries. The rooms are spatially defined 
by ‘inserted’ objects as sculptures, which in the case 
of the kitchen started with the island as the object. 

The perimeters were interpreted as ‘archive cabinets’ 
to provide space for books, spices, wine, and so on.” 
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The bespoke batterie de cuisine running on from the extractor 
raises humble kitchen implements to the rank of sculptural 
items, while every piece of lighting is a design statement 



The bespoke kitchen units are made in 
white-sprayed MDF with accents in oiled oak, 
Microcemento-finished concrete and stainless 
steel.

Whafs special about the island? 

Coetzee: ‘‘The centrepiece of the kitchen is the 
concrete island, which adds presence and gravity and 
ties the kitchen in with the design language throughout 
the flat. The concrete has a MicroBeton finish as it is 
a more hard-wearing and durable surface, although it 
is a material that has to be treated with care, almost 
like wood or marble, as it prone to staining.” 

What were the challenges? 

Coetzee: “Given the linear nature of the kitchen 
and that one wall had windows almost entirely along 
its whole length, the challenge was to provide ample 
storage provision without it feeling oppressive. 

This was met by using the full height of the kitchen 
as well as maximising storage within the kitchen 
island, thereby creating an atmosphere that is 
warm and light. We also designed an integrated 
serving trolley which ‘snugs in’ below the hob.” 

Are pou pleased with the result? 

Bruna: “Coetzee got it spot on. It all works together 
as a whole and is pleasing and functional. It feels 
like home and we now spend much more time in the 
kitchen and eat our meals there. We absolutely love 
it and there is nothing that I would want to change.” 

Coetzee: “The finished interior has a very strong 
and clear concept which fits in with the whole of the 
apartment. I am particularly pleased with its balance 
- no one part of the design overpowers the other.”
